Mr. Huntoon also reported that the former owner 
of property on Pine Street which has since been acquired 
by the town is still farming the land and he wanted some 
guidance from the board on how to proceed. 

"This year he's just (harvesting) hay, but last year 
he grew corn (on the property)," Mr. Huntoon said. "I'd 
just as soon tell him no." 

"I don't think it's a good situation for someone to 
be conducting private enterprise on town-owned land," 
Chairman Laboa said.

Four Score

'SHF ^ith truly weird attributes even by comics standards: a scientist 
who could stretch (inspired by Jack Cole's 1940s character Plastic 
Man), a woman who could turn invisible, a man made of orange rock, and a young 
(literal) hothead who could command flame. Only the last one — the Human 
Torch — had been around before, in early Marvel comics of the '40s. Moreover, 
these heroes had problems; they bickered. The comic was as much about their 
personalities, their prickly family dynamic, as about their adventures protecting 
Earth against cosmic villains. For superhero fans in 1961, this was radical. A case 
could be made that Fantastic Four was the Elvis of comics — the one that changed 
and influenced everything thereafter. 

After several false starts, including a notoriously bad and unreleased 1994 
film, the Fantastic Four — stretchy Reed Richards / Mr. Fantastic (loan Gruffudd), 
transparent Sue Storm / Invisible Woman (Jessica Alba), fiery Johnny Storm / Hu- 
man Torch (Chris Evans), and encrusted Ben Grimm / The Thing (Michael Chiklis) 
— finally emerge as the stars of their own big-budget blockbuster. By now, though, 
it's impossible for a Fantastic Four movie to be as revolutionary as the comic was. 
The movie is fun enough — I enjoyed it — and it can't help but be better than 
the 1994 version, which was rusned into production with a $2 million budget 
and looks like it cost half that. After a slew of comic-book films, including me 
cinematically daring Sin City, this one just breaks no new ground. Not helping 
matters is The Increaihles, which stole Fantastic Four's thunder. 

Still, the movie more or less successfully grafts the comic's 1960s spirit to 
the attitudes of the 2000s. Johnny Storm, for instance, is now an adrenaline junkie, 
jumping into any number of "extreme sports," and it's perfectly in character for 
him (and Chris Evans, very aware that eyes are on him in a summer blockbuster, 
rises to the occasion and gives a fine comic-book performance with emphasis on 
the comic). The quartet's nemesis Doctor Doom (Julian McMahon) is now a suave 
billionaire who bankrolls the foursome's fateful space flight, accompanying them 
for good measure. The space-shot exposes all five crew members to radioactivity 
that forever alters their DNA; in Doom's case, it slowly turns his body into metal. 
Stan Lee tapped into a generation's fear of and fascination with radioactivity; half 
his hero roster (including Spider-Man, the Hulk, and Daredevil) were similarly 
afflicted. 




The film is affable enough, though nothing much seems to be at stake. Fully 
half the movie is given over to who the Fantastic Four are and how they got that 
way, and in a 105-minute film that doesn't leave much time for actually show- 
ing those amazing superpowers in action. There's one nice extended sequence 
in which all four heroes work together to save a firetruck teetering off a bridge; 
this act wins them unwanted celebrity and the adoration of blase New Yorkers 
(the Fantastic Four have always been the most beloved heroes within the Marvel 
universe, unlike the prejudice-hounded mutants of the X-Men, the media-derided 
Spider-Man, or the military-hunted Hulk). But mostly this feels like the first half 
of an origin story, as most other comic-book movies do, trying to reach non-fans 
as well as fans. Perhaps one reason why Spider-Man 2 and X2 were so satisfying 
was that they had the luxury of assuming everyone knew the backstory and they 
were free to launch into action. 

I may be in the minority in preferring a lightweight flick like this to last 
month's iiberserious Batman Begins, but Fantastic Fowr narks back to the more 
innocent days of comics — the adventures I read when I was five and I thought 
it would be cool to hang out with the Thing or Spider-Man. Who'd want to 
hang out with the grim, preoccupied Batman of Batman Begins! Frank Miller's 
anguished, age-haunted Batman: The Dark Knight Returns struck many of us in 
1986 as a revelation, but it was meant for teens and older readers, and every comic 
book thereafter tried to duplicate its success by turning gloomy and gritty. Do 
kids even find any pure escapist fun in comics these days? The movies based on 
comics have gotten awfully heavy with angst, too — hell, the first X-Men movie 
kicked off with a flashback to Auschwitz, for God's sake. All of this may explain 
why Fantastic Four — though I much prefer The Incredihles on this level — made 
me happy even though it's nothing great or inspired. For two hours, I was five 
again, sipping a coffee frappe under a tree on a summer afternoon, and reading 
about the Thing punching Dr. Doom through a plate-glass window.

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In a time when local cities and towns are often criticized 
for not cutting excess fat from ever-escalating fiscal bud- 
gets, it's refreshing to see Mattapoisett and Marion make a 
concerted effort to curb at least one out-of-control line item: 
the inevitable rising cost of health care insurance for town 
employees. 

As of July 1, the sister towns entered into an agree- 
ment as charter members of the newly-formed Gateway 
Health Group, which also includes the towns of Carver and 
Lakeville. A fifth prospective member — the Southeastern 
Regional Vocational Technical High School in South Easton, 
MA — opted not to join the group at this time. 

"They just weren't quite ready to make the jump,'' ex- 
plained Marion Town Administrator Jack Dolan, who was 
a driving force behind the new collaborative. "But I will 
say their business manager has been very active in terms 
of exploring (this option) with our group." 

Having previously assisted with the formation of a 
similar multi-town health insurance group while working 
as Town Administrator in Westport, Mr. Dolan knows a 
little something about this new type of "self insurance." 
Citing the increasing burden on town coffers if Marion were 
to remain with the Plymouth County-provided insurance 
plan, Mr. Dolan suggested they look into joining forces with 
the Town of Carver, which was already looking to disas- 
sociate itself from the Plymouth County health coverage 
provider. 

In this first year alone, Marion insurance premiums will 
rise a modest four percent when compared to the estimated 
10 to 12 percent hike had they remained with Plymouth 
County. 

"Originally it was the Town of Carver that was the first 
contact," Marion Town Clerk /Treasurer/ Collector Debra 
Blanchette explained. "I think the (insurance) underwriters 
looked at other communities within the area, including the 
(Southeastern) school district." 

Although the four charter members might seem un- 
likely allies given their distance from each other, Mr. Dolan 
said it really doesn't matter where the member entities are 
located — it all comes down to a matter of "favorable claims 
experience," which is something the Gateway members all 
shared. 

"I don't think it matters that you be in close geographic 
proximity, as long as you share close demographics as to 
health care utilization," Mr. Dolan said. "That, I think, is true 
of all the members of this group. And there may be other 
reasons why some other prospective member might be a

good fit for US if they have the same sort of claims experi- 
ence. We have a good handle on why we have a favorable 
claims experience ... but there may be another public entity 
which has favorable claims experience and we certainly can 
consider them." 

Given the existing relationship between the tri-towns, 
it seems only natural that the Town of Rochester might also 
be a good fit for the Gateway group, and town officials there 
have already expressed interest in such a move. Future 
consideration may also be given to the ORR School District 
as well. 

"Any prospective member would have to make applica- 
tion through our chairman," Mr. Dolan said. "That would 
be referred to our underwriters and they would ... do the 
same sort of claims analysis (they) did for all of the partici- 
pants in our group right now and if the claims experience 
was a favorable match, then the Board of Directors would 
vote to authorize the entry of that entity (into the Gateway 
group)." 

When asked if adding more individual members might 
increase the risk of damaging the group's favorable claims 
experience, Mr. Dolan said that shouldn't be a factor. 

"It's really more whether the population is 'healthy' at 
large," he said. "And there is some benefit to being large, 
because your risk is spread out among more people. If 
you have one or two hits here or there, overall your risk is 
favorable." 

Ms. Blanchette added the group also obtained so-called 
"stop-loss insurance" to protect it from higher claims. 

"It's called both 'stop-loss' or 'reinsurance,'" Mr. Dolan 
said, "and you select what's known as an attachment point 
and that's the point at which the reinsurance kicks in. Up 
to the attachment point, the group pays the claims out of a 
trust fund formed from our pooled premiums. Beyond the 
attachment point, the reinsurer is responsible for payment 
of the claims. I think our attachment point is $100,000 — so, 
up to $100,000 our group would be responsible for claims 
and over that it would be the reinsurance. It is like a deduct- 
ible, in this case our deductible would be $100,000." 

Not only has the new plan saved money for both Mari- 
on and its 143 participants — who split premium payments 
evenly, 50/50 — but it will continue to provide the same 
level of service via popular packages like Blue Cross / Blue 
Shield and Harvard Pilgrim. 

"I realize there's always a natural resistance to change 
or fear of the unknown," Mr. Dolan said, "but the comment 
I've heard most often is 'this is a no-brainer.'"
